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conference, though labeled technical and economical, has political 
implications and if the conference takes place, it will present 
many problems for the United States and the Western Countries. 
The opinion among the people in Cuba is that the agenda will 
probably comprise the following: 


a. demands for breaking down the remnants of colonialism; 

b. better terms of trade; 

c . international price stabilization; 

d. Prime Minister Fidel Castro ' s demand for a 
3Q billion -'dollar loan. 


This businessman from Havana stated that the C astro - 
Lojendio incident has been the most unfortunate affair and not 
a Joking matter. He wrote that looking at it objectively he 
must say that Castro should never have used television'to try 
and besmirch the embassies of two friendly countries, namely 
S$>ain and the United States. Lojendio 1 s reaction was typically 
Spanish, that it broke all diplomatic procedure, but on the other 
hand it must be admitted that Prime Minister Fidel Castro 1 s 
action was not according to protocol* This businessman wrote 
that Castro was the first to break the rules and Lojendio, the 
Spanish Ambassador, to Cuba, was the first who has hadvfche courage 
to stand up and oppose Castro in public. 

In regard to the third item, namely the schism in the 
Catholic Church, this Havana businessman wrote that this trouble 
has been brewing for sometime between the Cuban and Spanish 
Catholic Prelates. He wrote that the Cuban Catholic Prelates did 
not seem to realize what is going on or at least did not admit 
it, while the Spanish Catholic Prelates are quite aware of ever- 
thing which is going on and what it is leading to. This individual 
wrote that recently a Basque Nationalist priest attacked the 
Spanish Government in a public appearance and praised the Cuban 
revolution. He stated,. that every Franciscan Monk, mostly Basques, 
without attacking the Spanish Government are giving their un- 
divided support to the revolution and this they are doing publicly 
from the pulpit. This Havana businessman stated that the schism 
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today within the Catholic Church has on one side the Jesuits, 
Capuchins and the Dominicans, that is, practically all the Spanish 
congregations and on the other side the Cuban Clergy, headed by the 
Coadjutor Monsignor Evelio Diaz and others. This businessman 
wrote that the Papal Nuncio, Centoz, is doing his best to keep 
the family together, but there is doubt he will be able to do 
so and it will not be surprising if trouble should break out 
within the Catholic Church, sooner or later;- over the Cuban 
revolution.

an American businessman with interests 
in Cuba, on Feoruary 11, i960, furnished a letter which he 
had received from a friend in Cuba regarding remarks which 
were nmde on the night of February 4, i960, by Major Ernesto 
''Chel^ueyara, P res ident of the, National Bank, These remarks 
of Guevara dealt with the economy oF the country, and the 
main points of his remarks are as follows:

*'"i # The Cuban Government reserves itself the 
right to intervene any industry which it considers not function- 
ing well# Free enterprise has shown its failure in Cuba* 
Therefore, the revolutionary government in order to avoid 
such economic failures reserves itself the right to intervene 
any private enterprise which shows indications of failing. 


"2. A directed economy, that is an economy guided 
by government experts has proven to be much more successful 
than private enterprise in these modern times. 


"3. Because of the free enterprise system 
prevailing in Cuba up to now and under the Batista regime, 

Cuba has lost in 7 years $450,000,000 in hard currency. Out 
of that amount $400,000,000 were dilapidated by private 
enterprise. The other $50,000,000 were dilapidated by the 
Batista Government in contributions to the development of 
private enterprises which failed, like Cubanltro. 

"4. The revolutionary government is not disposed 
to continue allowing such capital waste. The revolutionary 
government is the government of thp people and will handle 
the fund3 of the people and therefore can only allow the 
establishment of industries which will benefit the people.

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"5. The *DIario de la Marina* recently argued 
in favor of an open economy. An open economy is impossible 
in revolutionary Cuba because hard currency funds would be 
wasted in imports of items which Cuba can produce easily. An 
economic policy of free importation would mean the return 
of a colonial type f of economy and subject Cuba to the economic 
pressure of U.S. - In relation to this same matter Guevara 
stated that the U.S. is not an open economy because for 
example they maintain high entrance tariffs that are imposed 
on imports in order to protect their own industries. Furthermore* 
the people of Cuba do not want an open economy anymore and the 
government has to comply with the wish of the people. 

"6. If the new economic policies of the revolutionary 
government cannot be enforced smoothly, they will have to be 
enforced the hard way. If necessary, the revolutionary government 
will monopolize all import/export businesses creating an 
adequate organization, in order to convert itself in the single 
imported to avoid economic sabotage by private enterprises. 

"7. The revolutionary government will continue 
to intervene the basic Cuban industries because in the last 57 
years of republic it has been proven that private capital is 
incapable of operating these industries. 

"8. The concessions granted to Moa Bay Mining 
Co. and to Nicaro Nickel Co. were dictated in the U.S. and 
as such accepted 100 per cent by the Batista regime. Guevara 
said there are proofs of this in documents written at the 
U.S. Embassy in Cuba and copies of which have been found 
in government archives. He said, how is it possible that these 
two investments of more than $150,000,000 enpioyed only 3,000 
workers. If such an amount of money would be given to the 
revolutionary government it would employ 100,000 farmers through 
the Agrarian Reform Program. 

"9. Foreign investments in Cuba have been up to 
now a good business for the investors and a bad business for 
Cuba. 
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"10. One example of U„S. economic pressure is 
the fact that the Banco Interamericano de Desarrollo will 
only lend money to Cuba for its economic development if 60 per 
cent of this money is applied to American investments in 
Cuba. Therefore, Cuba will not go to this bank because it 
would sacrifice the economic independence it has acquired 
after so many years of struggle. 

"11. The 40,000,000 pesos contributed by workers 
as 4 per cent tax towards the industrialization of the country 
will be invested in industries which will be managed by the 
workers themselves. The new industries will be of such type 
that they will not need basic raw materials to work from any 
supplier abroad like the U 0 S. or any other country. If this 
would not be so these industri® could only . function at 
the leisure of 3uch suppliers like is the case of Cubanitro 
which had to be paralyzed momentarily because the U.3 e did 
not want to supply ammonia for its production. 

"12. Other industries that will not be developed 
any more are tnose subject to economic uncertainties like 
market fluctuations of demand, sabotage by certain banks 
in not granting of import licenses in order to scare away 
buyers, or the opening of letters of credit subject to cash 
to be deposited in which case it is not really a credit but 
a payment. The new revolutionary industries cannot be subject 
to these conditions. 

"13. Many private importers are sabotaging the 
Cuban economy, sometimes by hoarding products, sometimes by 
flooding the market in order to depress prices of national 
products and so forth. The Cuban Government cannot allow 
private importers to speculate thusly and to harm the national 
economy. 


"14. The revolutionary government will work 
hard on developing the culture of the Cuban people. Imports 
of books, magazines and industries where books will be 
manufactured or bound will have the preferential attention 
of the revolutionary. government . 
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"15. The government will also establish state 
controlled industries with the workers contributions. These 
industries will be managed jointly between state and workers 
because he is convinced that the type of enterprise managed 
by government and labor will be more successful than enterprises 
managed by private capital. 

"36. Comandante Guevara stated it is very important 
to maintain a good price for sugar. He said that Cuba should 
have an even more influential position in the International 
Sugar Council because of its position as #1 sugar producer in 
the world and expects to enhance its position in the coming 
March meeting. 


"17. Comandante Guevara said that he expects 
that both Russian and Cuban Government talks will take place 
in order to 3tudy greater economic and diplomatic relations 
between the 2 countries. 


"18. Comandante Guevara expressed his belief 
that all industries in Cuba should be centralized under one 
controlling agency and an intensive technicians training 
should be given to Cuban citizens in order to eliminate foreign 
technicians which are now working in such industries.

"20. The fact that certain economic classes 
have been more benefited than others in the enjoyment of life 
is now dead. The revolutionary government will insure equal 
enjoyment for everyone because a farmer is just as good or 
better than a millionaire. 


"21. The revolutionary government is studying 
a plan whereby all unemployed in Cuba shall be registered and 
consequently transferred to new industries which will need large 
labor forces. 
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"22. One of the most successful future industries 
in Cuba will be that of agricultural fertilizers because the 
production program of the Agrarian Reform will need substantial 
quantities of these items. 

"23 « Up to now the new industries established 
by INRA are extremely successful and pay laborers highest 
salaries ever known in Cuba. 

"24. A national merchant marine might not be a 
profitable business for Cuba but it is a vital necessity. The 
good work done by Comandante Gonsalez Xd4^ts; head of the 
Maritime Development Commission, will show in the near future 
when almost every export product in Cuba and all imports to 
Cuba will be carried by Cuban flag steamers. The same is the 
case of Cia Cubana de Aviacion which although economically 
unsound is necessary for Cuba and will be considerably developed. 

"25. The policy of economic austerity now in action 
in Cuba is not -a matter of fortnight, a month or a year. It is here 
to stay for many years to come probably a minimum of 5- Up to 
now, due to it, C\iba ha3 saved $100,000,000.“

sources within Cuba. This cable is dated Havana, Cuba, February 
11, I960, and concerns a TV interview of Cepero Bonilla, Minister 
of Commerce, who was interviewed on February 10, i 960 . The 
main points of interest in this cable regarding Ceperd's’ 
interview are as follows: 

" 1) Answering a question as to whether Cuba will leave 
the International Sugar Council, Cepero stated that Cuba will 
stay and that the question of leaving the ISC has not even been 
considered . 

'2) In relation to the future of the sugar market for 
Cuba, Cepero said that he is very optimistic. Cuba has sold up 
to date 65 -O/O of its world quota. This is due, because he, 
together with the other persons that direct the sugar industry 
this year use a completely different policy than the one used 
under the Batista dictatorship . He stated that his policy con- 
sists in selling the greatest amount of sugar possible to the 
world market without letting prices influence sales decisions. 
Before, under the Batista dictatorship, in order to increase 
price, sales were restricted; now, sugars are sold at market 
prices in great volume and the sugar market reaches a higher 
price level right after these sales.

"3) The world market prospects this year show the 
possibility that Cuba will sell more world market sugars this 
year than the yearly amounts sold in each of the previous ten 
years. If by March, at the time of the next ISC meeting, Cuba 
has sold almost all of its world quota, the ISC will have to 
grant an increase in the Cuban quota. Cepero is convinced that 
sugar demand will continue strong. To prove that the sugar 
market prices rise after heavy volume sales at market levels, 
Cepero mentioned the example of the last sale of 3^5,000 tons to 
Russia, which provoked an immediate increase in prices. 

■' 4) It is almost sure that Cuba will sell all of its 
world quota under ISC by March of this year. It will be then that 
the ISC will have to increase the Cuban quota because it will be 
necessary to satisfy the large amount of sugar demand which might

happen from March until the end of i960 and Cuba is in a 
physical position to supply all of this demand. 

"5) It is not convenient for Cuba that the prices of 
sugar in the world market reach a level of arouna ho because 
this will stimulate sugar production in other countries. The 
ideal price for Cuba is between 2.80/3.00C per pound. He said 
that he has talked with ISC delegates of many sugar producing 
countries where the government subsidizes production as Peru, 
for example. He knows that at a price of 2.8O/3.OOC sugar pro- 
duction in such countries is not economically feasible. However, 
if sugar prices reach 4c these same countr5.es will receive full 
support from their government to produce as much as possible to 
sell at these higher levels. 

" 6) There are good possibilities of nearby future 
sales to Eastern Germany, . Poland, France, Morocco, Japan, 

England and other countries. Therefore, it is almost sure that 
by March i960 most of the Cuban world sugar quota will be sold. 

" 7) All of the sugars that Russia has bought from Cuba 
are for Russian internal consumption. Russia is very finicky 
about shipping conditions of the sugars they buy. But Cepero 
said about this question, that it is being studied now and that 
he hopes that easier shipping conditions for Russia will be 
obtained shortly. 

" 8) Finally in reference to sugar he stated that he 
expects to sell this year about 2,500,000 tons. In the world 
market, he said that of course he and his fellow directors of 
the sugar policy in Cuba might be mistaken at times but that 
never before Cuba sold so quickly and so well and never before 
these sales have avoided private speculation which was possible 
many times under Batista's dictatorship because of certain leaks 
Ref: the possibility of large sales to the world market. 

"9) In reference to Russia, Cepero also said that it is 
very possible that diplomatic and commercial relations will be 
officially approved between both countries and that it will be 
convenient for Cuba to sign a long-term agreement with Russia in 
which sugar will be a capital item because in the next four years 
sugar consumption in Russia will be doubled. 
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Re: Foreign Political Matters --Cuba 

Regarding the Cuban-United States sugar situation, 
the following observations were made by Cepero: 

A) In the new project of the sugar act supported by 
United States domestic producers, United States Si-of- .D^partmen 
and the USDA is the right proposed for the United States 
executive power to reduce sugar quotas from United Stages 
suppliers at any time it may estimate convenient to do so . 

Cepero stated that this is very much like a new "Enmienda Platt 
and like the 202 -E clause which was approved inl9^d by the 
United States Congress which stated that economic punishment 
should be inflicted on American countries which break good 
commercial relations with the United States. All this is _ 

contrary to the Bogota conference in which a clause was approved 
condemning economic reprisals. 

" B ) The plan proposed by the United States domestic 
sugar producers would give the United States executive the power 
to reduce basic consumption quotas, not percentage participations 
in increase of consumption. The approval of such a plan would 
be equivalent to economic aggression on Cuba. Cuba has shown 
that it can guarantee the United States double or even triple of 
its present sugar quota to that country. He also said that the 
United States executive power does not need such facilities to 
reduce quotas because in case that Cuba could not supply the 
United States with its sugar quota, the United States executive 
power can lift entrance restrictions for sugars from other 
suppliers . 


" C ) Such action approved by Congress would be com- 
pletely contrary to the spirit of the Carta De Bogota article 
#16 and would constitute a black page in the history of the United 
States, a country which at the same time pretends to obtain special 
treatment for the expropriations of their private land holdings 
in Cuba when all Cuban interests who have had land expropriated 
here have accepted the payment of 4. 5-0/0 interest bonds at 20 
years redemption. 

"D) Cuba is now free and sovereign and all foreign 
interests are treated just like national interests here. Within 
principles of international law the United States has no right 
whatsoever to be granted special treatment re land expropriations." 

In addition, Cepero mentioned the following items: 
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Ret Foreign Political Matters-Cuba 

"A) Foodstuffs and medicines have been subject to 
several price reductions which were only fair. The subsequent 
hoarding that has happened of such products will be punished 
strictly by law because it keeps the public from buying these 
products at the reduced and fair prices. 

"b) The revolutionary government is studying at 
present the question of scarcity of certain items like auco- 
motive parts and other products which because of import 
restrictions are not being brought into Cuba. He expressed 
his hope that some solution will be found shortly to this 
problem because the scarcity of such products might be the cause 
of some unemployment in those industrial rectors . 

"C) He also said that the new tax laws affecting the 
mining industry in Cuba are fair because before these laws were 
dictated the Moa Bay Mining Company, for example, never paid 
one cent in taxes to the government. 

" D) The government controls the sugar cane bagasse 
pulp industry in Cuba. The government estimates that this 
industry has a great future here and will continue supporting 
the production of paper pulp put of sugar cane in Cuba in order 
to be able to supply all the news print necessary in Cuba.

This memorandum has been carefully reviewed and it is 
felt that it is an excellent resume of current conditions in Cuba 
and a powerful indictment of the Castro regime as well aS an astute 
analysis of the various forces at play in Cuba.

A source, who has furnished reliable information in the past, 
advised on February 8, i960 that KBIARVOOSHAL of the "National 
Guardian", a characterization of which is contained in the 
"Appendix hereto, was the main speaker at the Boston Jewish A- / 
People's Forum , a characterization of which also is contained 
in the Appendix hereto, held on January 31 , i960 at Boston, 
Massachusetts. The Source stated that GOSHAL, in his talk, 

outlined the history of the July 26th Movement in Cuba. He — 

mentioned the confiscation by the Cuban Government of land and 
property owned by both Fnlted States and wealthy Cuban citizens, 
and the current efforts of the Cuban Government in its 
Reform Program to diversify its agriculture production. 


GOSHAL stated that the people of Cuba were behind their present 
Government because for the first time for many of such people, 
the Government was accomplishing things for them. It was 
GOSHAL 1 s statement, in response to a question as to whether 
the present Cuban Government was Communist, that in another 
six months it would make no difference what kind of Government 
existed as the people themselves would be established in 
possession of the country. 

GOSHAL stated that Cuba was a showcase for the entire Latin 
American countries. He further stated that whatever happened 
in Cuba would have particular significance in South America, 
particularly in Brazil, Chile and Venezuela. 


In response to an inquiry as to whether he expected BATISTA 
to Invade Cuba, GOSHAL stated a remote possibility existed 
that BATISTA might attempt an invasion from the Dominican Re- 
public. He predicted any such attempt would fail, and that if 
it in fact occurred, the natives ©f the Dominican Republic would 
seize the opportunity to arise against TRUJILLO.

The source stated on December 13, 1955 that he 
had observed a leading figure of the Communist Party, USA, 

New England District, in attendance at Forum meetings on 
many occasions, and that the featured speakers have 
represented or have been affiliated with Communist front 
organizations. 


The Communist Party, USA has been 
designated by the Attorney General 
of the United States pursuant to 
Executive Order 10450. 

The source further stated on January 2, 1958 
that "The Worker", an East Coast Communist weekly newspaper, 
had been on sale at Forum meetings. 

Another source on December 8, 1958 furnished a 
copy of a flyer obtained at a meeting of the BJPF on 
November 30, 1958.

(Summary) Cuba, this new country which has cost so many sacrifices, in blood, 
death, suffering, and unprecedented heroism, is being curelly attacked by 
planes coming from North American territory. 

While we Cubans yesterday rendered, in a peaceful and orderly manner, 
tribute to the memory of our liberator by turning the Moncada military 
fortress into a school, two mercenary planer made incursions and burned 
more than 15 million arobas of cane in the Camaguey area and dropped 
live phosphorus and a bomb, which did not explode, on the town of 
Puerto Padre. 

Such, it seems, is the reply of the United Spates to the posture in 
defense of national sovereignty taken by the revolutionary government 
in reply to Eisenhower’s statements, which are clearly threatening and 
unacceptable for the Cuban people. 

The moment the Cuban Government denounced the counterrevolutionary actionss 
of the expelled Falangist ambassador in Havana, certain U.S. official 
circles, on seeing themselves uncovered, — that is, on seeing that we 
had uncovered the fascist fifth column which had been introduced into 
Cuba through Franco’s diplomatic off ice--showed themselves to be more 
violently opposed than ever to the decisions of the revolutionary Cuban 
Government. As if to dispel doubts that the U.S. Government had dealings 
with Lojendio, Washington ordered its ambassador to return to his country,, 
showing in this war its manifest solidarity with the Falangist fifth 
columnist.

For all those reasons I accuse the U.S. Government 
of fomenting and cooperating with an armed aggression against our fatherLa 
in order to install in power a band of "entreguistas" traitors, end bad 
Cubans who will permit imperialism to continue to exploit our resources

For all- these reasons, with all the consequences in mind, I accuse the 
U.S. Government and its President, General Eisenhower, of directing the 
plan of armed aggressions against Cuba, using the war criminals — who are 
given refuge ana protection in his country--and Trujillo’s mercenaries, 
to launch them on invasions prepared in U.S. territory with U.S. weapons 
against the Cuban people, thereby flagrantly violating the most basic 
principles of international agreements. 


I accuse the U.S. Government of all these charges, which are no secret 
to anyone. It is these facts, and not hypocritical statements by Eisen- 
hower, which demonstrate the U.S. policy of intervention in the internal 
affairs of other countries.
